1t is my object, Mr. Editor, to write a series of ietters 
to Young Men—a class of the community in whose wel- 
fare 1 fcel interested. This interest arises from the fact 
that they posress intellectual and moral powers, which, if 
cultivated, would raise them high 1m the scale of ewilization 
and humanity, Abundent facilities are afforded them for 
attaining this high and noble end. The condition and state 
of society demand of them a higher standard of character. 
The Young Men of our own cunntry are called upon to ea- 
gage in the great enterprises of the age. To perform the 
duties which the times demand’ of you, and to engage, in 
the political arena, a knowledge of the relation which you 
bear to these several objects is indispensable. 

The power which you exert 1s proverbial. The inflence 
which Young Men have put forth has been felt in every 
age and country; they have been foremost in all the great 
enterprises which have changed the phases ofsociety. They 
posscss the characteristics necessary for ‘accomplishing 
great things ; the enthusiasm with which they engage, and 
the ardor with which they persue an object, is the reason of 
their success. No individual can have sead the history of 
the world without being impressed with the truth of the 
statement above wade. This is not the exclusive character- 
istic of the nations of antiquity, it is a peculiarity of ovr 
own age and country; a fact so universal must arise from 
prineiples common to human nature, and we believe that 
what history has developed she will again present, and we 
hope with this difference, that while in the past the power 
and influence which 1t is acknowledged they possessed has 
beeu made subservient to bare and ignoble purposes, it is 
expected that brighter. prospects await us, and they will be 
directed to higher and nobler ends. Let every Young Man 
direct his energies to this point—in doing so he becomes 
the true representatives of humanity. 

Entertaining opinions of the importance of the class to 
whom this letter is directed, it is my wish to lay before 
them some principles, which, if improved, will enable them 
to fulfil their destiny ns citizens of the world. 

I shall keep one object in view in these letters,—the for- 
mation of character. Much, I am aware, bas been written 
on this subject, and if individuals would improve the ad- 
vice which can be obtained from many of the valuable works 
extant, it weuld, ina great mensure, supersede any obser- 
| vations stares The fact is, these works do not have so 
ject to write a boo Tar to engage tn 2* more bumble 
partment, it cannot be considered superfluous. 

It.may be that some of the sentiments which are written 

in a periodical may meet the eye of some individuals who 
are not familiar with the works alluded to above,and influ- 
ence them in the eloice of objects which may have a per- 
maneat and beneficsal effect upon the character. 
- Nothing would affurd me more pleasure than to be the in- 
strument of good to those to whom this letter is directed ; 
if one noble sentiment, one generous feeling or action eball 
have been prompted by them or any succeeding one, I shall 
feel compensated for my labor. 

The works which have been presented to the public on 
the subject before me, have great excellences, but likewise 
defects. ‘The principle fault to which I would now call 
attention, arises froma superficial view of the subject. 
They commence by presenting a trait of character here and 
there without that harmony and juxtaposition which na- 
ture points out. We do not object to the presentation of 
those traits of character worthy of imitation; it is on ac- 
count of the rigid formality and rules which are given for 
every individual cuse. The forms and modifications which. 
the character cam assume are infinitely various; every in- 
dividual has constitutional peculiarities; the principles 
which can be applied with success to the developement of 
one may and often is ill adapted to the other. The course 
we are now objecting to is unphilosophical; the true meth- 
od is less prolex and not so liable to lead to erroneous 
views; it is to establish certain principles or fundamental 
axioms. The first thing sought should be the foundation, 
it that-be based upon right principles; as we move in the 
ascending line there will be no disproportion, but harmony 
thronghout. 

By persuing thie method we shall more certainly attain a 
higher perfection. The folly of the course generally taken 
might be.seen by illustrations from the arts; tbe painter 
commences by drawing the bolder outlines of his object in 
every successive step he consults the general harmony. It 
tn his art he persued the courseé:which the generality of wri- 
ters have taken, the imperfections of their works had been 
discovered at a glace, and those conceptions which the 
paintera have delineated on ennvags had never nppeared.
